SCHEDULE. 


STATUTE III. 

CHAPTER I. 

The Dublin Corporation Professorship of Irish Music and the Dublin 
Corporation Lectureship in Municipal History. 

1. There shall be in the College, in addition to the Professorships mentioned in 
Chapter XIII. of Statute I. of University College, Dublin, and in Chapter I. of 
Statute II. of said College, so long as the annual sum of One hundred pounds is 
placed at the disposal of the College by the Council of the County Borough of Dublin, 
a Professorship of Irish Music to be known as “ The Dublin Corporation Professor- 
ship of Irish Music,” with the stipend of One hundred pounds per annum. 

2. There shall be in the college in addition to the Lectureship mentioned in 
. Chapter XIII. of said Statute I., so long as the annual sum of One hundred pounds 
is placed at the disposal of the College by the Council of the County Borough of 
Dublin, a Lectureship in the Origin, Growth and History of Municipalities with 
special reference to Ireland, to be known as “ The Dublin Corporation Lectureship 
in Municipal History.” The stipend attached to such Lectureship shall be One 
hundred pounds per annum. 

3. The first holder of the Professorship and the first holder of the Lectureship 
hereby instituted shall each hold office for a period of three years if the said 
respective offices shall so long continue. At the expiration of the said period of 
three years, the holder of the said Professorship and the holder of the said Lecture- 
ship shall be eligible to be re-appointed, if the offices shall continue. 

4. The said Professorship shall not be deemed to be, and the said Lectureship shall 
not be deemed to be, a Full-Time Professorship, or a Full-Time Lectureship within 
the meaning of Chapter XV. of said Statute I. 
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5. The Professorship and Lectureship hereby instituted shall be tenable upon 
the same conditions, and the holders thereof shall be subject to the same duties and 
obligations, as if the said Professorship and Lectureship had been instituted by 
Chapter XIII. of said Statute I. 

Provided that the holders of the said Professorship and Lectureship shall be 
subject to the provisions contained in Statute I. of the National University of 
Irelands 


CHAPTER II. 

The Lectureship in Irish Language. 

1. In lieu of the stipend of £150 allocated to the Lectureship in Irish Language 
set forth in Chapter XVI. of Statute I. of University College, Dublin, the stipend 
allocated to the said Lectureship shall, from the 1st day of October, 1913, be £300, 
and from and after said date the holder of the said Lectureship shall be deemed to 
be a Full-Time Lecturer within the meaning of Chapter XV. of said Statute I. of 
University College, Dublin. 


CHAPTER III. 

Professorship of Music. 

1. There shall be in the College, in addition to the Professorships mentioned 
in Chapter XIII. of Statute I. of University College, Dublin, and in Chapter I. of 
Statute II. of said College, a Professorship of Music, with the stipend of One 
hundred pounds per annum. 

2. The said Professorship shall not be deemed to be a Full-time Professorship 
within the meaning of Chapter XV. of said Statute I. 

3. The Professorship hereby instituted shall be tenable upon the same con- 
ditions, and the holder thereof shall be subject to the same duties and obligations as 
if the said Professorship had been instituted by Chapter XIII. of said Statute I. 

Provided that the holder of the said Professorship shall be subject to the 
provisions contained in Statute I. of the National University of Ireland. 


CHAPTER IV. 

Date of Coming into Operation and Mode of Citation. 

1. This Statute shall come into operation on the first day of October, One 
thousand nine hundred and thirteen. 

2. This Statute shall be construed with and as part of the said Statute I. of 
University College, Dublin, and may be cited as Statute III. of University College, 
Dublin, or Stat. III. Univ. Coll., Dublin.
